Your last message on Mignone was Buenos Aires 7429, re- 
porting that Ricardo Flouret of the Interior Ministry 
claimed that the GOA could not find her. 

Yvonne Thayer is your resident expert on Mignone and 
has written to me about her in the past. 

j If it would be helpful, perhaps the Embassy could men- 
tion Mr. Sonnefeldt 's interest in this case to the Human 
Rights Working Group.
